HOLES IN HIM. 


i Henri Pricked by 
the Count, 


Duel With Swords Fought at 
Vancressen, 


[taly’s Stains Washed Out in 
French Gore. 


The Orleanist Receives Two Serious 
Wounds in Right Shoulder and 
Abdomen—Turin is Cut in the 
Right Hand—Five Fierce As- 
saults. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PARIS, Aug. 15.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Count of Turin and Prince 
Henri of Orleans fought a duel with 
swords at5 o’clock this morning at the 
areehaux, Vancressen. H. 
Lonntieff acted as umpire:-The fighting 
was most determined, and lasted twen- 
ty-six minutes. There were five en- 
gagements, of which two were at close 


quarters. Prince Henri received two 


serious wounds in the right shoulder 
and the right side of the abdomen. The 
Count of Turin was wounded in the 
right hand. Prince Henri was taken 
to the residence of the Duc de Chartres 
and received medical attendance. 

The condition of Prince Henri of Or- 
leans this evening is as satisfactory as 
could be expected. The doctors, after 
consultation, have expressed the opin- 
ion that no important organ was 
touched, but absolute rest is necessary 
for recovery. Owing to rumors at 
Naples and elsewhere, the public had 
not expected a duel to come off. It 
was, therefore, quite private. 

The official account furnished by the 
seconds recited fully the circumstances 
leading uv to the encounter. The 
Count of Turin, considering the letters 
of Prince Henri of Orleans to the Fi- 
garo offensive to the Italian army, 
wrote to him on July 6 demanding a 
retraction. This letter could not be 
answered until August ll, the day of 
the arrival of Prince Henri in France. 
The Prince replied to the Count’s de- 
mand by telegram, maintaining the 
right of a traveler to record his expe- 
riences. The official account then de- 
scribes the arrangements for the duel, 
gives the names of the respective sec- 
onds, and says that at their first in- 


_terview they agreed that the encounter 


was inevitable. 

_ The seconds of Prince Henri of Or- 
leans were M. de Leontieff, Governor- 
General of the equatorial provinces of 
Abysinia, and M. Raoul Mourichon. 
The Count of Turin’s were Gen. Count 
Avigardo de Quinto andthe Marquis 
Carlo di Ginori, 

By common accord the conditions 
were settled as follows: The weapon to 
be duelling swords, each combatant to 
use that of his own country, but the 
blades to be of equal length, ‘either 
combatant to be at liberty to maintain 
the ground he gains, and each to be 
allowed the space of fifteen metres in 
which to advance or retire; each as- 
sault to continue four minutés; the 
combat to be resumed in the positions 
occupied, and only to terminate on the 
decision of the four seconds or the ad- 
vice of the doctors when one of the ad- 
versaries is manifestly in a state of 
inferiority, the conduct of the meeting 
to be intrusted alternately to the tw® 
parties, lots being drawn at commence- 
ment. This latter feature of the ar- 
rangement was due to formal objection 
of the seconds of Prince Henri of Or- 
leans to direction of the encounter by 
a fifth party. At a later meeting yes- 
terday the seconds decided upon the 
rendezvous. 

The process-verbal then proceeds to 
describe the encounter. It says that 
in the first assault Prince Henri. was 
hit in the right breast, although the 
weapon did not penetrate the thorax. 
On the strength of the report of the 
doctors, the seconds decided that the 
combat must go on. 

The second assault was stopped be- 
cause the combatants came into close 
quarters. 

In the third assault. the Count of 
Turin was hit in the back of the right 
hand, but the wound was slight. 

In the fourth assault the umpire, 
Maj. Leontieff, declared that the sword 
of Prince Henri was bent, and stopped 
the engagement long enough to furnish 
the Prince with a new weapon. 

In the fifth assault the combatants 
again got into close quarters, and were 
immediately stopped, Prince Henri ina 
counter-blow being hit in the right 
lower region of the abdomen... The 
doctors on both sides examined the 
wound and declared that Prince Henri 
Was rendered by it clearly ace to 
his antagonist. 

Maj. Leontieff and M. 
proposed that the combat be stopped, 
and this was done by common accord. 
While his wound was being dressed, 
Prince Henri, raising himself upon the 
ground, extended his hand to the Count 
of Turin, saying: ‘Allow me, monsig- 
nieur, to shake hands with you.” The 
Count extended his hand. 

The physicians present 
Toupet and Dr. Hartmann on 
behalf of Prince Henri and 
Dr. Carle, on behalf of the Count of 
Turin. This account of the fighting was 
signed by the seconds. 

The Temps says that the wound in 
the abdomen of Prince Henri is serious, 
but not alarming. Had the Count of 
Turin’s steel gone half a centimetre 
deeper, the intestines would have been 
perforated. After his wound. had re- 
ceived a preliminary dressing, Prince 
Henri walked to his carriage unaided. 
The Count of Turin, accompanied by

his seconds, left Paris for Italy this) 


afternoon. He is not/experiencing any 
special distress from his wounds. 

The meeting of the seconds yester- 
day was long and stormy. The repre- 
sentatives of Prince Henri stated in 
his behalf that he could not withdraw 
his original assertions, as he had writ- 
ten only tHe truth about the Italian 
officers and was entirely willing to 
give satisfaction to a representative 
Italian. 

The seconds made absolute privacy a 
condition,,and said if a soul were pres- 
ent except the. principals, seconds and 
doctors,. the fight should be stopped 
and the Count of Turin should return 
immediately to Italy and be followed 
Henri to

reason various places of meeting were 
mentioned to mislead the inquisitive, 
and the seconds on both sides changed 
sleeping qtarters during the night in 
order to throw. the newspaper corre- 


spondents off the scent. 


OTHER PARTICULARS. 

PARIS, Aug. 15.—At an _ interview 
between the seconds yesterday, one of 
them became very much excited, and 
said it was now a quarrel between the 
two countries, adding: ‘“‘We wish the 
Whole Italian army could assist at 
this duel.”’ 

When weapons were being discussed, 
the Italian stood out for the sabre, and 
was with difficulty convinced that the 
French duelling code did not admit of 
the sabre except in case of military 
officers. 

The men started with the utmost 
secrecy at 3o’clock this morning. They 
arrived at the grounds almost simul- 
taneously at 4 o’clock. But little time 
was wasted, and they faced each other 
exactly at 5 o’clock. Angry glances 
were exchanged, and both looked cool 
and determined. They fought in their 
shirt sleeves, Prince Henri with bare 
hands and the Count with gloves. At 
the word, “Allez, Messieurs,’”’ both 
started vigorously, so vigorously as to 
astonish and disturb the seconds. It 
was a thrilling exhibition of sword 
play, and Maj. Leontieff, describing it 
with extraordinary vivacity, says it 
was terrible. 

It appears that Henri’s sword was 
bent by a button of the Count’s trous- 
ers, and but for this chance it seems 
there is little doubt the Count would 
have been run through, or at least dan- 
gerously wounded. In fact, the doc- 
tors: and seconds thought this had 
happened. When Prince Henri re- 
ceived the wound in his abdomen he 
clapped his hand to the spot and sank 
back to his seat, supported by Leon- 
tieff. He then fell back upon the 
ground, exclaiming that he could do 
no more. The doctors fear that the 
wound may be complicated by peri- 
tonitis, and there is need of extreme 
care for a few days. 

Both men maintained hot fighting at 
every stage of the encounter. When 
the Count’s hand was scratched he 
ridiculed the wound and tried to stop 
the medical examination, but the doc- 
tors insisted. Toward the end of the 
fourth assault the onlookers became 
anxious, as the opponents, becoming 
fatigued, fought with looser guard and 
more careless thrusts. 
sault the Prince, after feeling his way, 
began an impetuous attack, the Count 
defending desperately and slowly re- 
tiring. It seemed that the rounds 
which had gone before had only ex- 
cited the fire of the combatants. 

Suddenly the Prince made a wild 
lunge which the Count barely parried. 
The Count returned the thrust and the 
Prince, slightly overbalanced, swung 
back to avoid the blow, and received 
the point of his adversary’s sword 
the abdomen. 

The news was not generally known 
throughout Paris until about 10 o'clock, 
when there was a rush of visitors to 
the Duc de Chartreuse, but only Maj. 
Leontieff was allowed access to the 
room of the Prince, excepting, of course, 
his father, mother and brother. M. 
Faure sent a_ special messenger” to 
make inquiries as to his. condition. 

It appears that ‘the police have 
unusually active, and had ordered the 
foresters to wateh carefully all places 
likely to be chosen for the encounter, 
but everybody was deceived by the re- 
port from Naples and by the unusually 
early hour chosen. Lieut. Pini’s sec- 
onds had left Paris in disgust, declar- 
ing that Prince Henri’s had _ acted 
against the rules of chivalry. 

The duel grew out of certain criti- 
cisms made by Prince Henri of Or- 
leans upon the conduct of the Italian 
officers and soldiers while prisoners of 
the Emperor Menelik of Abyssinia. 
These criticisms were published early 
in July last in the New York Herald 
and Paris Figaro, newspapers | for 
which Prince Henri had been writing of 
his travels in Abyssinia, which began 
last February. The particular state- 
ments to which the Italian press and 
public as well as Italian officers took 
exception, was published on July 4 last. 
The words of the Prince were as fol- 
lows: 

“Naturally the subject which was 
most often discussed was that of the 
war between the Italians and the 
Negus and the captivity of the Ital- 
ians. I am bound to say that I am no 
longer indignant, but simply disgusted 
at what I hear each day about them. 
Out of respect for a nation with whom 
we are friendly, I should have been 
silent if the Italians had not shown 


in regard to ourselves the most repre-. 


hensible conduct. Have they not con- 
fessed that had they entered Addis 
Abida victoriously they would have 
given no quarter to any Frenchmen, 
even the small tradesmen? They 
added, moreover, with an ironical air, 
that they would not have inflicted the 
death penalty on the French women. 
Even this did not permit them to ac- 
complish their wishes. 

“Although they came to the capital 
as prisoners, they do not seem to real- 
ize it. Some of their officers were not 
ashamed to take part in the celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of the Battle 
of Adowa.”’ 


CHEERING 


AT ROME. 


The Outcome of the Duel Received 

with Greatest Enthusiasm. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
ROME, Aug. 15.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The news of the result of the 
duel has been received with the great- 
est enthusiasm. Crowds fill the street 
cheering for the Count of Turin and 
the army, and calling on the bands in 


the public squares to play the royal 


hymn. Many of the houses are deco- 
rated with flags in honor of the result, 
and “All newspapers have issued special 
editions of the encounter. 

Extra guards have been mounted at 
the French embassy and consulate. 
Congratulatory telegrams were’ show- 
ered upon members of the royal family 
from all parts of Italy, and many have 
been received from abroad, 

The general belief is that King Hum- 
bert must have acquiesced in - the 
Count’s action. It is unlikely that any 
diplomatic complications will ensue. 
Emperor William has telegraphed the 
Count his warmest congratulations. 
At the principal cafés champagne flows 
freely tonight in toasts to the Count of 
Turin, whose popularity is now bound- 
less. 


Loss of Ville de Mataga, 


LONDON, Aug. 15.-—-Further details 
have been received here of the loss of 
the French steamer Ville de Mataga, 
bound from Rouen, which was wrecked 
off Alderney Island on the coast of 
Normandy. It was first reported that 
the captain and nineteen members of 
the crew were missing. It now appears 
that only six were drowned. The re- 
mainder scrambled upon the rocks and 
were rescued with difficulty, after many 
hours, by tugs.

Win or Starve. 


Their Aggressiveness Has Been 
Drowned in Rain, 


Have Staked Their All on the 
Cuurt’s Decision. 


Little Marching Will be Done Until 
the Injunction Has Been Dis- 
posed Of—Mass-meeting at Plum 
Creek—Evictions of Tenants, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 15.—A leaden 
sky and fitful showers contributed to 
the feeling of depression which ex- 
isted at the miners’ camps at Turtle and 
Plum creeks today. The men huddles to- 
gether for shelter under the commis- 


sary tents, and, having nothing else to 


do, put in the time*smoking and dis- 
cussing the strike in all its phases. The 
spirit of aggressiveness, however, has 
largely died out. The same grim de- 
termination to stick it out until starva- 
tion brings defeat or victory is appar- 
ent, but there are no propositions to 
attain their end by force or go con- 
trary to the Sheriff’s orders. 

The men all realize that in opposing 
the law, as represented by the Sheriff 
and his deputies, they would have 
about the.same success as in butting 
their heads against a stone wall. They 
have no particular love for the depu- 
ties, although there is an absence of 
that caustic repartee between the fac- 
tions that has characterized former 
strikes. 

There was no marching this morn- 
ing. There has been the usual Sun- 
day custom at all the camps, but even 


if it had been otHtrwise the strict or- 


ders of all strike leaders to wait qui- 
etly until after Monday ‘would have 
prevented them. Sunday has usually 
been used by, the men to do missionary 
work among the working minems. None 
of them attempted to see.any workmen, 
however, and kept severely away from 
the company houses. 

The march into Westmoreland county 
will begin as soon as the injunction is 
settled in court. Much anxiety is ex- 
pressed as to the outcome. The men 
stake everything on their ability to 
show the right to assemble and march 
on the public road. 

This afternoon there was a large 
mass-meeting at Plum Creek. About 
one thousand strikers and 200 miners 
from the Plum Creek mine were pres- 
ent. Speeches were made by President 
Ratchford, Samuel Gompers, James R. 
Sovereign and the local leaders. The 
meeting was orderly, and there was no 
interference from the deputies. 

There is a possibility of the custom- 
ary march taking place in the early 
morning in spite of the strict orders 
issued by President Dolan against such 
a course. Some of the men are fret- 
ting under the restraint and Capt. 
Bellingham, who is in charge of the 
company, said tonight he had not de- 
cided whether to allow the march or 
not.. The deputies are on the alert, 
and say they will arrest any who par- 
ticipate. Evictions from company 
houses have begun.

THREE FEET OF HAIL. 


AN AUGUST STORM TWENTY MILES 
NORTH OF PUEBLO, 


Railroad Lines to the North, East 
and Scuth Are Damaged—Salt 
Creek on a Rampage — Other 
Streams Badly Swollen. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PUEBLO (Colo.,) Aug. 15.—Storms 
around Pueblo this afternoon have 
damaged railroads north, east and 
south, and trains on some lines will not 
be running until morning. Twenty 
miles north of Pueblo hail fell in great 
quantities and drifted to a depth of 
three feet in some places, while cover- 
ing the surface of the ground three 
inches. At*Wigwam the tracks of the 
Denver and Rio Grande road were so 
damaged by water running over them 
two feet deep that trains between Col- 
orado Springs and Pueblo had to be 
sent over the Santa Fé Railway. The 
Union Pacific, Denver and Gulf had a 
washout near the same place. . 

Twenty miles south of Pueblo a 
cloudburst sent Salt Creek and the 
arroyos on a tear, and damaged a 
thousand feet of Denver and Rio 
Grande tracks, besides the approaches 
to several bridges. Trains will not be 
running before morning. Until the 


damage cannot be learned. 

Chico Creek, fifteen miles east of 
this city, is badly swollen and has car- 
ried out a county bridge, in addition 
to one span of the Missouri Pacific 
bridge, so that the train for St. Louis 
over that line, like the Gulf train for 
Fort Worth, is tied up here for the 
night. Further damage before morn- 
ing is possible,

NO PAY MEANS CANCELLATION. 


ONLY ALTERNATE CLAIMS CAN BE 
TAKEN UP, 


Other Ground Saved for the Crown. 
Penalty for Trespass Includes 
Possible Ejéctment—Size of 
New Grants. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Aug. 15.—The reg- 
ulations formulated by the Dominion 
government covering the collection of 
a royalty on gold mined in the Yukon 
are published in the official gazette 
just issued. They are as follows: 

“That upon all gold mined on the 
claims referred to in the regulation for 
the government of placer mining 
along the Yukon River and its tribu- 
taries, a royalty of 10 per cent. ghall 
be levied and collected by office to 
be appointed for the purpose; provided 
that the amount mined and taken from 
a single claim does not exceed $500 per 
week; and in case the amount mined 
and taken from any single claim does 
exceed $500 per week, there shall be 
levied and collected a royalty of 10 per 
cent. upon the amount as taken up to 
$500, and upon the excess or amount 
taken from any single claim over $500 
per week there shall be levied and col- 
lected a royalty of 20 per cent., such 
royalty to form part of the consoli- 
dated revenue and to be accounted for 
by the officers who collect the same in 
due course. 

“The time and manner in which roy- 
alty shall be collected and the persons 
who shall collect the same shall be 
provided for by the regulations to be 
made by the gold commissioner, and 
the gold commissioner is hereby given 


authority to make such regulations and 
rules accordingly. 


royalty, if continued for ten days after 
notice has been posted upon the claim 
in respect of which it is demanded, or 
in the vicinity of such claim by the 
gold commissioner or his agent, shall 
be followed by the cancellation of the 
claim. ‘That any attempt to defraud 
the crown by withholding any revenue 
thus provided for by making false 
statements of the amount taken out 
may be punishable by cancellation of 
the claim in respect of which such 
fraud or false statements have been 
committed or made, and that in re- 


‘spect of facts as to such a fraud = or 


false statement or non-payment of 
royalty, the decision of the gold com- 
missioner shall be final.’’ 

The regulations governing the dis- 
posal of placer-mining claims along 
the Yukon River and its. tributaries | 
are amended so that entry can only be 
granted for alternate claims known as 
creek claims, bunch.claims, bar dig- 
gings and dry diggings, and the other 
alternate claims are to be reserved for 
the crown, to be disposed of by public 
election or in such manner as may be 
decided by the Minister of the Interior. 

The penalty for trespassing on a 
claim reserved for the crown is the 
immediate cancellation by the gold 
commissioner of any entry and entries 
which the person tresspassing may 
have obtained, whether by original en- 
try or purchase for a mining claim, and 
the refusal by the gold commissioner 
of the acceptance of any application 
which the person trespassing may at 
any time make for claims; and in ad- 
dition to such penalty, the mounted 
police, upon requisition the 
gold commissioner to that effect, may 
take the necessary steps to eject the 
trespasser. 

The clause in the former regulations 
providing that the discoverer a new 
mine is entitled to claim and shall be 


‘granted a claim for “bar diggings” 750

ject to the rise in banking and land 
rates.”’ The bank joined to an extent 
by calling in loans. 

Gold remittances from the United 
States will soon begin, but are not ex- 
pected to equal last year’s record. 
There is a good demand for gold from 
Russia, but the metal is arriving from 
Australia ard the Cape only. 

Silver purchases for India are small. 
There is a general falling off of values 
in the stock market, which is depressed 
by the news from India and the un- 
settled condition of New York prices. 
The volume of business was much 
less than during the previous week, 
being confined for the most part to 
American railways, which were fever- 
ish. The principal transactions were 
in Union Pacific, Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred, and Atchison, which were 
largely bought, and there was a good 
demand for second and _ third-class 
bonds. But the rise seems to have 
reached its limit, and realizations are 
likely to bring a material setback, if 
only temporarily. Canadians have fal- 
len because of the general impression 
that tlhe .Klondyke is overdone, and 
Grand Trunk sympathizes. 

Americans have diverted business 
from home rails, which are uncom- 
monly dull. The mining market set- 
tlement showed some expansion of 
speculative account, the carrying over 
rates amounting occasionally to 14 per 
cent. Africans were the features, but 
there was some buying of West Aus- 
tralians on Adelaide account.

FUGITIVE DROPPED BY A BULLET 
AND THEN CLUBBED. 


The Prisoner an Austrian Who Was 
Let Out of a Job Because of 
Anarchistic Tendencies—He’s 
in the Hospital Now.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 15.—James El- 
bert, supposed to be an Anarchist, 
created excitement this morning at the 
Police Station by slashing five police- 
men with a razor. One of the Officers, 
George McIntyre, had his face cut in a 
horrible manner, and his condition is 
serious. The others, George Cole, 
James McEvoy, W. E. Corless and 
William Kenny, are badly but not se- 
riously cut. 

After cutting his way through a 
guard of fifteen policemen, Elbert at- 
temped to escape by jumping thirty 
feet from a rear window. He was hotly 
pursued by the officers, while the blood 
streamed from their wounds. After a 
chase of several squares Officer Cor- 
less brought him down with a bullet 
in the arm. The man fought desper- 
ately, and had to be clubbed inta in- 
sensibility before he could be taken 
back to the station. He now lies in the 
jail hospital in a serious condition. 

Elbert is an Austrian. He had been 
working at the Armstrong cork factory 
but was discharged because of his an- 
archistic tefdencies. He had threat- 
ened Armstrong’s life, and was ar- 
rested because he insisted on hanging 
around the factory. 


SWELLING THE GALAXY, 


NEW MEXICO HOPES TO BE LET 
INTO THE UNION, 


The Territory Will Seek Admission 
at the Next Session of Congress. 
President McKinley Believed to 
be Favorable Thereto—Arizona 
Will Also Apply. 


[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE.] _ 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The Herald’s Washington spe- 
cial says that in all probability one 
State will be added to the American 
galaxy during the McKinley admini- 
stration. The President, it is under- 
stood, looks with favor upon the ad- 
mission of’ New Mexico, and it .is 
likely that she will be the next to join 
the Union. 

The citizens of the Territory of New 
Mexico and Arizona have been for sev - 
eral years persistently knocking at the 
doors of Congress for admission. More 
systematic machinery is being set in 
motion and more potent influences 
brought to bear, and the leaders of 
the respective movements believe that 
they can count upon enough votes in 
both houses of Congress and on execu- 
tive approval to bring about the de- 
sired results. 

The bill for admission of New Mexico 
will be introduced in the House early 
next session by Mr, Ferguson, who 
himself a Democrat, with silver sym- — 
pathies, and the eagerness with which 
sound-money Republicans will rally to 
the support of the bill is an open 
question. One of the strongest work- 
ers for the admission of New Mexico 
is Brig.-Gen. E. A. Carr, retired. 

Arizona will apply for admission — 
through her delegate, Marcus A. Smith 
of Tucson, and Senator Carter is ex- 
pected to add his efforts in the Sen- 
ate. 


KNOWS HOW IT FEELS, 


JUSTICE FIELD’S TERM NOW THE 
LONGEST ON RECORD. 


His Desire to Eclipse the Length of 
Service of Chief Justice Marshall 
is Accomplished Today—Resig- 
nation May Soon Follow.

NEW YORK, Aug 15.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] The Herald’s Washington spe- 
cial says that Associate Justice Stephen 
J. Field of the Supreme Court of the 
United States will tomorrow (Monday) 
break the record for continuous service 
on the Supreme bench, having served 
34 years, 5 mos., 6 days, or one day 
longer than Former Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, whose record of service has hith- 
erto been. the longest of all Justices 
since the establishment of the tribunal. 
It has been generally understood that 
Justice Field would retire from the 
bench when his length of service: ex- 
ceeded that of Former Chief Justice 
Marshall. It is probable that his seat 
upon the bench will become vacant 
soon. Upon his retirement, Atty.-Gen, 
McKenna, according to the present 
understanding, will succeed him.

The most valu- 
able market to Americans is their own 
home market. The American con- 
sumer, when he has means to satisfy . 
his wants, is the most liberal pur- 
chaser on earth. ‘The rising tide of 
‘prosperity, which will give employment: 
at good wages to hundreds of thous- 
ands of American workmen, will make 
of those workmen liberal purchasers of 
the products of our farms and fac- 
tories. This will add to the general 
prosperity, and so will react with bene- 
ficial results upon the agricultural and 
all other producing industries. 

Our free-trade and:free-silver friends 
are at fault when they ascribe to Di- 
vine Providence the improved condi- 
tions now prevailing throughout the 
country. It is a plain and simple case 
of cause and effect. The cause is not 
far to seek. The effect is apparent on 
every hand, and in all parts of the 
country. The turn in the road has 
been reached, and from this time on 
the business of the country will be in 
an ascending scale toward prosperity 
in the highest and fullest sense. The 
calamity-howlers may howl and the 
heathen may rage, but they will be 
powerless to change the course or 
events.

FACTS ABOUT THE “PRAIRIE STATES.” 


Professional calamityites are never 
weary of reciting the woes of the agri- 
culturist. The farmers of the country 
have been on the verge of bankruptcy 
and the ragged edge of despair for lo! 
these many years, if the lugubrious 
tales of these prophets of evil are to 
be believed. And, according to the 
same authority the farmers of that 
section of the country which Mulhall, 
the English staustician, describes as 
“the prairie States of America,” have 
heen by far the severest sufferers. Un- 
fortunately for the apostles of calam- 
ity, their doleful complaints and 
prophecies are not borne out by facts. 

Mulhall includes in the classification 
of “the prairie States of America,” the 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, Missouri, Wisconsin, Kansas, 
Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska, North 
Dakota and South Dakota. In an arti- 
cle published in the current number of 
the North American Review, Mr. Mul- 
hall gives some statistics which are 
calculated not only to confound the

WHEAT AND PROSPERITY. 

The price of wheat, like that of other 
commodities, is regulated and deter- 
mined by the laws of supply and ¢de- 
mand. Bountiful production. especially 
if it be accompanied by a decreased de- 
mand, will crowd the price down toa 
point which virtually extinguishes the 
profits of the producer. Such condi- 
tions have prevailed during the past 
three or four years. The harvests in 
most of the wheat-producing countries 
have.been generous, and a considerable 
surplus of the cereal in consequence ac- 
cumulated. The demand was steadily 
decreased by reason of ligrt°> con- 


calamityites, but to surprise those of 
more optimistic views. It appears that 
in the States named the total number 
of persons employed in agriculture is 
3,060,000, and that the average product 
for three years has been 49,700,000 
tons of grain and 2,190,000 tons of 
meat, or 650 bushels of grain and 1610 
pounds of meat to each person em- 
ployed. The grain crop of these States 
is ten times as large as the average 
for European countries. There has 
been an increase of land under culti- 
vation in these States, during the past 
forty years, of 157,000,000 acres; which 
amounts to the enormous average of 
nearly 13,000 acres daily added to the 
area under tillage for the period 
named. 

- It has been contended by the calam- 
ity-howlers that the farmers of these 
States were mortgaged beyond the 
hope or possibility of redemption. This 
contention melts in the Roéntgen rays 


sumption, due to unprosperous times, 
not alone in the United States, but in 
a greater or less degree throughout the 
civilized world. But all this’ is 
changed, The crops of the great 
wheat-growing countries. are short 
while our own harvests are bountiful” 
These wheat-growing countries, or 
some of them at least, will be obliged 
to import wheat, and their supplies 
must come from the United States.

Hence the price of wheat has advanced 
and is still advancing.

factures. “In 1850,” he says, “there 
were 111,000 operatives in mills and 
factories. in the prairie States; their 
average yearly earnings were $270, 
and the average value of the product 
of each workman was $1324. In 1890 
there were 1,407,000 persons employed 
in manufactures, the average wage 
was $478 per year, and the average 
value of the output of each operator 
was $2247. Thus, while, by reason 
mainly of improvements in machinery, 
the output of each operative’ was in- 
creased 70 per cent., the wages were 
increased 77 per cent.; the advantage 
being with the workman.” 

Mr. Mulhall further shows that there 
are more miles of railway in these 
prairie States than there are in Rus- 
sia, Germany, Austria and France to- 
gether.~ /The rate of taxation _is low, 
the amount of revenue collected in 
the twelve States in 1890 being $182,- 
000,000, or at the rate of $8 per head. 
The average rate of taxation through- 
out the United States is $9.10 per 
capita. One-third of the taxes in the 
States‘ referred to are expended for 
public-school purposes, which is a ratio 
expended for educational purposes 
equaled nowhere else in the world. 

In view of all these facts, compiled 
and published by a distinguished for- 
eigner, whose testimony is disinter- 
ested and whose reputation is unim- 
peachable, is it not about time for the 
professional calamity-howler to shut 
up shop and retire permanently from 
business? There is something off- 
color in his maternal origin, and his 
line of descent appears to be devious 
and unnatural. He should be muzzled, 
and impounded, or pushed off the earth. 


POSSIBILITIES OF . RUSSIAN CEREAL 
-. PRODUCTION. 
An Associated Press ‘dispatch states 
that C. G. Schindler, an engineer of 
the Department of Agriculture >f St. 
Petersburg, and SS. Gardenine, a 
wealthy rancher of the empire, have 
during the last three months been 
traveling over the United States, ex- 
amining agricultural machinery, with 
a view of introducing the more desir- 
able forms of machinery into the 
grain fields of Russia. The object of 
the tour, it is added, is to “gather 
information about the grain-producing 
regions of America and _ ascertain 
what methods in vogue here can be 
practiced successfully in Russia.” 


The information contained in this 
brief dispatch possesses more signifi- 
cance than would appear at first 
glance. The grain-producing possi- 
bilities of Russia are as yet  prac- 
tically undeveloped. That great em- 
pire of the north is destined to be- 
come, in the not remote future, our 
strongest competitor in the world’s 
cereal market. The vast steppes of 
Siberia are as yet uncultivated. But 
they are admirably adapted to the 
production of wheat of the best qual- 
ity and in the largest quantity. ‘To 
the development of this vast region 
the Russian government has addressed 
itself, with the certainty of ultimate 
success. The construction of the 
Transsiberian railway is a part of this 
colossal plan to convert a barren 
waste into fertile fields and productive 
farms. This road, when completed, 
will be some 5000 miles in length. it 
is one of the greatest engineering 
feats ever undertaken by man, and wil 
open up millions of acres of arabie 
land to tillage. These boundless acres 
are capable of producing little else 
than cereals, but they are capable of 
producing all the cereals the world 
can consume for centuries. 


This important fact should be fully 
understood and appreciated by Amer- 
ican agriculturists. ‘she time is coni- 
ing—and it may not be so far distant 
as some persons imagine—when the 
wheat supply of the world can be fur- 
nished from this source alone. Labor 
is comparatively cheap in Russia, and 
the wheat crop of the Siberian pleins 
can be placed upon the market at 
prices which will practically defy com- 
petition by the United States. Fore- 
warned is forearmed. American fartn- 
ers can to some extent avoid the dis- 
astrous consequences of this threat- 
ened competition by so diversifying 
their products as to be practically in- 
dependent of the threatened invasion. 
There are other great staples which 
the world wants and will pay for 
liberally. Our farmers should study 
to supply these as they are demanded. 

But above all, they should aim to 
supply their home markei first, with 
those products which are most needea. 
In the home market lies the farmer's 
surest guaranty of prosperity. He 
is directly interested in every govera- 
mental policy which fosters and de- 
velops the home market, and promotes 
commercial and industrial prosperity. 

For this/reason, among others, the 
American farmer is directly and 
vitally interested in the maintenance 
of the policy. of taritf protection. 
Upon this policy depends in a large 
measure the prosperity of commerce 
and industry, and upon tne prosperity 
of commerce and industry depends the 
prosperity of the farmer. Thus all in- 
terests are in a ‘measure inierdepena- 
ent, and all are vitally interested in 
the maintenance of a policy upon 
which the prosperity of all in so large 
a measure depends...

ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 


Annual Meeting to Open at Troy, N. 
Y., Next Friday. 

\. [BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

TROY (N. Y.,) Aug. 15.—The twenty- 
eighth annual meeting of the Army 
of the Potomac, to be held in this city 
next Friday and Saturday, will be an 
event of more than usual importance 
because of the presence of President 
McKinley, Vice-President Hobart and 
Gov. Frank Black. ‘Whe list of organ- 
izations which will participate in the 
parade is large, and the showing of 
the troops will be excellent. It is 
probable that there will be more than 
three thousand men in line. Elaborate 
preparations are being made for the 
decoration of the buildings of the city, 
and. the streets. will present a brilliant 
array of flags, bunting and streamers. 

The President’s party will arrive in 
Troy from Bluff Point on Friday morn- 
ing, and the programme arranged is 
as follows: 

Friday morning, meetings of the va- 
rious army corps; at 3 p.m., the parade 
will take place, and at 5 o’clock a busi- 
ness meeting will be held in the City 
Hall. Public exercises will be held at 
Music Hall in the evening at 8 o’clock, 
at which time addresses of welcome 
will be delivered by Gov. Black and 
Mayor Molloy, and the president of 
the society, Gen. William Henry, will 
respond. An oration will be delivered 
by Maj. C. J. Woodruff, U.S.A. Presi- 
dent McKinley will also be one of the 
speakers of the evening. 


TWO OF A KIND. 


TWIN ALASKA ENTERPRISES GO BY 
THE BOARD. 


An Unexpected Demand for $18 
Swamps a Syndicate of 
talists”—A No-name Series the 
Promoter’s Explanation. 


The difficulties of travel to Alaska 
are commonly supposed to lie chiefiy 
at the northern end of the trip. But 
the Alaska Expedition Company and 
the Alaska Transportation Company 
have come to grief at this end of the 
route. Both concerns. have been oc- 
cupying offices in the Byrne building 
and both have suddenly collapsed. The 
rock upon which the Alaska Expedition 
Company was wrecked was a demand 
for the payment of a bill of $18 for 
printing the companys’ prospectus. This 
interesting document sets forth that 
the company was organized by “a syn- 
dicate of Portland, Or., and Los An- 
geles capitalists.” The names of these 
“capitalists” are not given. The pros- 
pectus presents an alluring picture of 
the fortunes. awaiting all who go to 
the Klondyke and especaily to patrons 
of the Alaska Expedition Company. 
For the sum of $500 the company of- 
fers to carry the fortune-hunter to 
Dawson City and provide him with a 
complete outfit, and provisions for six 
months. The first steamer was sched- 
uled to leave San Pedro on September 
15, but like the “capitalists” backing 
me enterprise, this steamer was name- 
ess. 

Evidently the capitalists had not 


reckoned upon the necessity of paying. 


the cost of printing this prospectus. It 
cost $18. Kingsley, Barnes & Neuner, 
who did the work, grew importunate 
in their demands for payment, and 
finally took out a writ of attachment, 
which was levied Saturday afternoon 


| by Deputy Constable Quinn upon the 


furniture in the company’s office. In- 
asmuch as most of the furniture in 
the office belongs to another man, and 
the rest is covered by a chattel mort- 
gage, the prespects of satisfying the 
claim seem small. Aside from the 
nameless “capitalists,””’ who modestly 
keep in-the background, the only mem- 
bers of the company are C. H. Hast- 
ings and R. A. Newlyn. The latter 
is no stranger to the vicissitudes 
which attend all great enterprises and 
the discomforts of having his office 
furniture attached. 

The embarrassment of the Alaska 
Expedition Company exercised an im- 
mediate and depressing effect upon the 
Alaska Transportation Company. A 
notice appeared upon the door of its 
office Saturday afternoon, announcing 
that ‘‘The charter of. 
Dyea, Alaska, been forfeited. 
Owners of tickets will receive their 
money at the bank on surrender of 
their tickets.” As in the sister enter- 
prise, the steamer is nameless, and, 
still more important, the bank at which 
owners of tickets are to receive their 
money, is also anonymous. 

Despite the similarity in the objects, 
methods and fortunes of the two com- 
panies, C. H. Hastings strenuously as- 
serts that they are entirely distinct 
and have no relation to one another. 
He declares that he knows. nothing 
of the men interested in the Alaska 
Transportation Company. As to the 
Alaska Expedition Company, he asserts 
that no fraud has been perpetrated, 
as no money has been received from 
any of the intending fortune-seekers. 

He says that the company expected 
to charter a steamer for $10,000, but 
when it was found that one could not 
be obtained for less than $25,000, the 
enterprise fell through. In view of the 
inability of the “capitalists” to pay a 
prinitng bill of $18, Mr. Hastings un- 
doubtedly speaks truly when he says 
that $25,000 was more than they could 
stand for. 


Dreadful Paris. 


An American girl visiting in Paris 
describes the fair Parisian awheel, and 
the picture she draws is a bit horrify- 
ing. According to the Waterloo Cour- 
ier, she writes as follows: 

‘Bicycles, bicycles’ everywhere, and 
never a chance to cross the street. And 
such sights as one sees! Mon Dieu!— 
to be French—they are awful! Fancy 
a woman, all red bloomers and long 
limbs, without gaiters, and sometimes 
without stockings, -too, and a big lace 
hat heaped with roses—that’s what we 
are treated to in Paris, and there’s no 
law against it, either. 

“T have been here a week now, and 

I haven't seen a single skirt yet. All 
bloomers and  knickerbockers and 
tights, and not pretty ones very often, 
at that. The bare-legged women wear 
little short socks just above their low 
shoes, and their limbs gleam out pink 
and shocking in the Paris sunshine. 
You gasp at first, but you get used to 
it in a little while, and don’t even turn 
your head as the bare extremities 
flash past. 
‘ All the women bend over, and do 
not look well on their wheels in conse- 
quence. But they are daring riders, 
dashing in and out among the car- 
riages and horses in the crowded boule- 
vards and accidents are exceedingly 
rare. Some of the women lean so far 
over their handle-bars that from the 
rear you don’t know whether the thing 
is human or not. As in London, the 
best and the worst ride, and they ride 
together side by side. The President's 
daughters, countesses, duchesses and 
the best of the American colony wheel 
to wheel, with painted cocottes in cos- 
tumes that make you groan. Even the 
Faubourg St. Germain has bundled up 
its proud dignity, and gotten itself 
atop a wheel, and there you are.

Thomas C. Laswell’s Jest Becomes 
Reality at Atlantic City. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESSgWIRF 1 

ATLANTIC CITY (N. J.,) Aus. 15.— 
Two adventuresome bathers were 
drowned in the surf here today. They 
were Thomas C. Laswell, aged 21, of 
Princeton, Ind., and an unknown man, 
supposed to be an excursionist from 
Philadelphia. Young Laswell came 
here this morning with his friend, P. 
M. Parrott, also from Princeton, on 
his first visit to the seashore. The 
young men went into the surf shortly 
before noon, and Laswell, who seemed 
to be unaware of the dangerous under- 
tow, was soon beyond his depth and 
calling for help. : 

The life-guards made a bravé@ effort 
to save him, but the surf was so heavy 
that they were unable to reach the 
drowning man. Laswell struggled in 
the water for about fifteen minutes in 
full view of about ten thousand people 
gathered on the pier, board walk and 
beach. Parrott nearly lost his life in 
attempting to save that of his friend, 
and was taken from the water in an 
exhausted condition. One of the life- 
guards named Reed was also overcome 
in the water, and was rescued in .an 
unconscious condition. | 

Late in the afternoon the body of 
Laswell came ashore. It was turned 
over to a local undertaker, who pre- 
pared it for shipment . to Indiana. 
When Laswell checked his valuables 
at the bath-house where he obtained 
his bathing suit, he laughingly re-. 
marked to the clerk: “I will leave my 


address, so that in case I am drowned | 


you can send my valuables home.” 
The jest was a tragedy in less than an 
hour. : 

The second drowning occurred about 
8 o’clock this afternoon, and the body 
of the drowned man had not come 
ashore up toa late hour tonight. The 
surf today was the heaviest of the sea- 
son, owing to a gale which prevailed, 
and between twenty-five and_ thirty 
persons were rescued, many of them 
women.

MUSSEY’S RIDE. 


He Goes too Fast the First Hour to 
Last One Hundred Miles, 

Yesterday morning was the time set 
for Ralph D. Mussey to ride a hundred 
miles against the Coast, and also the 
American record. The smooth quarter- 
mile track at Athletic Park was the 
scene of the record ride, and the pacers 
were mostly members of the East Side 
Cycling Club, of which Mussey is also. 
member. 

The day was fair and cool when the 
ride began, about 8 o’clock, and the 
light wind did not worry the long-dis- 
tance rider, as his pacemakers cut the 
wind for him. Mussey failed to get 
the hundred-mile record because he 


* tired out before reaching forty miles, 


and only continued up to the end of the 
fiftieth, so as to establish local and 
Southwestern record for that distance. 
Mussey could have broken the Coast 
record, still held by Fay Stephenson,

There was much poor "judgment in 


the long ride, or Mussey 


taken along at a speed better than 
2:22 for the first thirty miles. At the 
thirty-fifth.mile Mussey began to show 
fatigue and could not hold the fast 
gait any longer, his speed decreasing 
every mile in spite of heroic efforts to 
keep up with the pacing machine. The 
last ten miles was nearly a minute 
slower to, the mile, the forty-sixth mile 
being the slowest—3: 37%—up to that 
time. The pace was made faster on 
the next mile, but the effort was too 
much, and the forty-eighth mile went 
down to 3:41% as a result. The last 
mile was made in 3:06, as Mussey hus- 
tled up on the last trip around the 
track to show that he still had speed. 

The pacing was done by six tandem 
teams and one triplet picked-up team. 
It was intended to have each pacing 
team take Mussey five miles, but it 
was found that only one of the teams 
could hold the necessary speed that 
long, so there was a change whenever 
a multicycle began to slow down. The 
change from one team to another, a 
pick-up, it is called, was usually well 
done, but three times it cost Mussey a 
Special effort to tack on, and every 
time a spurt is thus made in a long 
record ride the strain tells. 

The: record-breaker rode too high a 
gear, as he decided at the last min- 
ute to use Artie Bell's racing wheel, 
with its 87 gear. Bell’s handle- bars 
were too low for Mussey, too, so that 
his position was bad, and made him 
work harder than was proper, for he 
had to bend at the waist instead of the 
hips only, to get low enough.

MILLER WATER 


Creamery to be Started—Arrowhead 
Mountain Club Election—Colton 
Works to Start Up—Shot in the 
Knee—Brevities and Notes. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug 15.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The bringing of the Suman 
flouring mill, a four-story building, to this 
city from Colton, with all the machinery in 
place, has been duly heralded. The building 
has been located on its new foundation, the 


supply of water brought around in a manner 


to give it the full power, and the wheel that is 
to turn all the machinery has been ordered 
from Hanover, Pa. This -wheel is four feet 
wide, 35 feet in diameter, 110 feet in circum- 
ference, and weighs 24,000 pounds, and will 
run on ball bearings. It is on the way, and 
is expected in about a week. It is thought 
ten days after its arrival will see it put in 
shape for work.,.A gentleman from the 
East, who’ has used the Hanover wheels, on 
taking a Iook at the supply of water and mak- 
ing inquiries about the wheel, says there will 
be from fifteen to twenty horsepower more 
than is necessary to run the mill. He wished 
to engage the extra supply for an ice plant, 
but Mr. Suman preferred to use it in another 
direction. The latter is laying plans to put 
in a creamery, as he will have plenty of power 
to spare, the best of cool artesian water right 
at the door ,and a location only three-fourths 
of a mile from the great Waterman ranch, 
which the owners expect soon to stock with 
600 cows and run a dairy. With these sur- 
roundings the estatblishment of a new cream- 
ery seems almost a foregone conclusion.

[I think four or five 
large excursions can be gotten out during 
the next six months.’’ 

Other letters equally as strong as the above 
have been received from other sections of 
the country beyond the Rockies, thus show- 
ing that many residents of the East are mak- 
ing definite plans to come to California,

| YELLOWTAIL ARE THROWN BACK | _ 


ALIVE INTO THE WATER. 


An Obliging Shark Swells the Fish- 
ing Record—Popularity of the 
Banning Place—Late Arrivals at 
the Arizona Colony — Personal 
Notes and Hotel Arrivals, 


AVALON (Catalina Island, Aug. 15.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence. } The steamships 
brought over about four hundred passengers 
yesterday and the hotels are crowded. 

The scene was most striking and artistic 
last night at 8:30 o'clock as the Hermosa 
steamed into the harbor. It was the first 
clear evening for several days, and the full 
moon rose from the water like a ball of or- 
ange-colored fire, as seen through the slight 
haze that lay on the water toward the main- 
land. As the Queen of Night rose in the 
heavens she cast a silvery path on the rip- 
pling bay, across which floated rowboats 
filled with gay parties. The arrival of the 
Hermosa was the signal for a flash of red 
fire and a rocket from the summit of Sugar 
Loaf, quickly answered by rockets and red 
fire from the vessel, which, as she slowed 
down, looked like a ship on fire. Then there 
was a blaze of fireworks and colored fire 
from the shore, while the Chinese lanterns 
swayed in the~gentle breeze and the mus.c 
of the band floated over the water. 

A shark, on being landed in a boat yester- 
day, increased the catch by the addition of 
half a dozen young sharks. 

Fishermen who catch yeliowtail often throw 
them back in the water alive, rather than let 
them be thrown on the beach and dumped 
back into the water by the skiff load. It 
is reported that one angler, who has been 
registering some remarkable catches, has 
trained a yellowtail to come when he 
whistles and be caught over and over again, 
rewarding the fish with a picce of paste 
mixed with oil of anise, of which the fish 
are very fond.- 

Fhe Banning place is a favorite resort for 
Avalon people. It is about half a mile from 
town, and is reached either by boat or by 

walk along the beach, through a short 
tunnel in the cliff. This is an ideal seaside 
residence. There is about an acre and a half 
of lawn and garden, planted with trees, 
shrubs and flowers, many of the native ever- 
green trees having been left in the lawn, 
including a big elder ‘‘bush.’’ The house 1s 
a comfortable home-like structure, without 
any architectural ‘‘frills.’"’ Like a frame- 
work the brown hills shut in the grounds 
on three sides, while in front is the placid 
bay, with the Sierra Madre Mountains in 
the distance. In an inclosure are three deer 
and on the hills is a tame mountain goat.

NO PROVISION MADE FOR A GROW-| 


ING SURPLUS, 


Wells Drilled and Tubed in Eight 
Days—Southern Pacific is De- 
veloping at Whittier, bat Con- 
suming Little Oil—Local Review 
Notes, 


Another week has gone by without 
bringing any encouragement to oil-pro- 
ducers. The market continues weak, 
and is.unstable at prices ranging from 
60 cents to 70 cents per barrel. The 
bears are taking advantage of every 
card that may be turned to their ad- 
vantage. The load of cil that is coun- 
termanded or condemned on account of 
containing much water or other reffise 
matter is sent begging among con- 
sumers. or oil brokers, and the price it 
brings under such conditions is exult- 
antly quoted by the bears as the sell- 
ing point, and is a potent factor in de- 
moralizing the market for high-grade 
oils. Thhis is only one of the many dis- 
couragements the producer. must con- 
tend with. There is a lack of confi- 
denee or unanimity of action among 
being worked to 
their disadvantage. 

San Franciscans understand the local 
situation, and are moving slowly in the 


matter of providing an oil harbor of 
refuge for Southern California’s dis-- 


tressed barks of overproduction. The 
wooden tankage in the Los Angeles 
ficld is estimated at 145,000 barrels, but 
a surplus of more than a thousand bar- 
rels a day has been accumulating for 
some time, without any steps being 
taken to relieve the’ situation. The 
present output is not less than 100,000 
barrels per month, while the consump- 
tion falls belew 75,000 barrels for the 
same period. The Santa Fé’s tankage. 
of about sixty-five thousand barrels is 
full to the point of overflowing, and 
that company is in such position that 
ii need nuot«purchase a barrel of oil for 
sixty days, even if its lines were cp- 


stock. ‘The Southern Pacific is burn- 
ing but little oil, and is said to be sat- 
isfied with a storage reserve of 5000 
barrels. The Los Angeles Railway 
Company. Pasadena and Pacific Rail- 
way Company, and the Traction Rail- 
way Company are now producing a 
jaige part of the oil consuméd by them, 
hence are uncertain purchasers in the 
local market. 

A litiie exploitation is yet being done. 
During the past week a derrick has 
been erected a short distance east of 
the Baptist College, and experimental 


kinson, rig is still at work in an en- 
deavor to uncover sand northeast of 
Eastlake Park, and rigs are reported 
from other sections cf the county. The 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company is 
having a well drilled at Whittier, but 


development is slow and expensive in 
that field. The Whipple rig has_ the 


contract for a depth of 1000 feet, at 
$3.50 per foot. A report is current to 
the effect that the contractor is deeply
